Kleinwachter's removal, it is gono- 
nally romarked that the removal of tho 
Trotai from Kinkiang would bo a moro ap- 
propriate step, as that offical is clearly to, 
blame, We are waiting with somo interest 
to know who is to be the new Com 
‘of Customs at Shanghai. Baron do Mferi- 
tens and Mr. Diek aro spoken of as likely 
‘men for the post. 

‘Wo mentioned some time ago, that a 
chango had been effected in tho Che-hien- 
ship of Shanghai; the former occupant of 
the post having been appointed Hae-fung. 
Itis reported that tho change was brought 
about at the Biagistrate's own wish, tho 
check we have placed on the squeezing pro- 
ponaitios of oficals in Shanghai, rendering 
tho former ofico unremunerative. Many
